A Delegates Report. 


The following is taken from the 
Lyndall Register, published in 
Lyndall, N. Dak. . 

Mr. S. K, Lent wasa delegate 
sent from the farmers of Allegan 
County, Michigan, to Western 


succecsful settlement. His 
report is as follows: I went from 
Winnipeg to Edmonton, thence 
east one-hundred miles by wagon. 
IT found the country in that vicini- 
ty a rich, black loam, varying from 
twelve inches to three feet deap; 
the crops are simply. sometbing 
enormous; wheat and oats by act- 
ual measurement often standing 
five feet in heizht. Phnve been a 
farmor for forty years, and consider 
myself afair judge of the yield of 
grain, and I st w wheat that would 
yield 50 bushels per acre, and oats 
that would yield 100 bushels per 
acre; not one alone, but a good 
many. As for root crops and gar- 
den truck, inno country have I 
ever seen their equal for all kinds 
except corn and tomatoes; the 
nights being too cool for these to 
ripen well. As astock country it 
has no equal. Wast of Edmonton, 
on the head waters of the Vermil- 
lion river, I saw hay meadows con- 
taining from 10 to 100 acres, the 
grass standing 4 feet high, and 
would often cut three to four tons 
to the\acre. I passed through 
some fine locations, namely Wetas- 
kiwin, Lacombe and other points. 

From Macleod I went to Regina, 
thence to Prince Albert, 247 miles 
north of the main line, For the 
first fifty miles is fine farming 
country, but the next hundre 
miles is more of a stock country. 
Then at Saskatoon, Rosthern and 
Duck Luke I found soma very fine 
farmity country,60 good that I 
found a party of Americans from 
Minnesota buying land for them- 
selves; one party having twelve sec- 
tions, and the other twenty sections 
of landfor themselves, which they 
proposed to improve at once. 

Thave travelled over twenty-three 
different States and térritories in 
our Union, and never in my life- 
time have Lever seen such magni- 
ficent crops and especially as fine 
a stock country.

The box is of tin, painted green, and 
shows signs of much usage, which is not 
surprising when one considers that it car- 
ried the United States mail between Ports- 
mouth and Boston during tue Revolution, 
It is about 9 inches long, 444 inches wide 
and a little more than that in height.

This box contained all the mail and made 
every week one round trip, occupying 
three days in the journey—from VDorts 
mouth to Boston the first of the week and 
three days at the end of the week from 
Boston to Portsmouth. The distance be- 
tween the two places is a little more than 
fifty miles,

He will point the way to the thieves’ 
market without any more Idea of laws 
that deal with those who receive stol- 
en goods than if you had qsked him the 
way to the best hotel in the clty or to 
one of the theaters or to the National 
palace. The official of the law will uot 
hesitate to tell you that it Is directly 
across the street from the National pal 
ace, east of the Zocalo—the park of the 
peons—and that if you are timid about 
the size of the load you wish to take 
there the gate Is large enough to drive 
the biggest truck through without In- 
copyenience, It is a yery simple mat- 
ter to find the thieves’ market. 

It is no small establishment, but a 
city Institution, with a court as large 
as a city block, and it is crowded from 
morning to night with those who are 
looking for bargains without the slight- 
est idea of moral wrong in buying stol- 
en goods. Indeed it is stated that now 
and then persons find property once be- 
longing to them exposed there for sale 
at prices so reasonable that it would 
be absurd to go to law about it and lay 
up against the delightful convenient 
“manana” the trouble of appearing in 
court. 

The market is Just what its name !m- 
plies—a thieves’ market, where moths 
do not corrupt, because there Is always 
a stream of purchasers for goods at ri- 
diculous prices. Nothing remains in 
stock over a few days. Spread out on 
tables or piled high on the ground can 
be found samples of almost anything, 
for the Mexican ratero is not partic- 
ular what he steals. The thieves do 
not themselves act as the salesmen, for 
this would be dishonest even to the 
Mexican mind, They dispose of thelr 
plunder either for a lump sum or take 
a commission from the sellers, - 

There 18 no assortment of goc:}s as to 
class or kind. It Is a case of pick 
and choose. Crockery, cutlery, tinware 
and cooking utensils are the main sta- 
ples, for the Mexican is careless, and 
the thieves of his kind find this sort of 
plunder easy to get and with a ready 
market. The proprietor of one of the 
well known local restaurants admits 
that nearly all his knives, forks and 
table Hnen come from the thieves’ 
market. He inakes It a point regularly 
to visit there to replenish what may 
have been stolen from his own place. 

But it is perhaps In the line of curi- 
osities, books and objects of art that 
the thieves’ market Is most Interesting. 
The libraries of the monks, scattered In 
the war of reform, are represented now 
and then, The thieves, of course, know 
nothing of the value of the books, 

of Shakespeare, 
notwithstanding the long ago date of 
{ts publication, was picked up by a 
book lover for $1.50 In Mexican silver. 
Several bibliophiles of the United 
States have regular agents in the 
thieves’ market, and It pays them, 

With Maxmilian and his court many 
rare works of art came to Mexico. In 
the rush away from Mexico these were 
left behind. Within the last month a 
fan, beyond doubt by Watteau, was 
bought in the thieves’ market for $8. 
The painting is still bright, the lace-ex- 
quisite and rare, and the ivoty sticks, 
inlaid with gold, are still intact. 

Mexico's many wars have made the 
country an arsenal of obsolete weap- 
ons. Swords, guns and firearms from 
the time of Cortes to the present dec- 
ade can be picked up in the thieves’ 
market for little or nothing. Some of 
them, outside of their value as curios, 
are of intrinsic worth, as an American 
discovered not long ago. He bought 
for a trifle an old sword, tarnished and 
dirty. The style of the hilt pleased 
him. When he bad it cleaned, be found 
that seabbard, hilt and blade were in- 
laid with rich gold of marvelous ar- 
tistic design

THE FIRST CAMERA. 


It Was Invented by an Italian In the 
Sixteenth Centary, 

The cemera Was Invented by an Ital- 
fan named Baptista Porta, though it 
was not at first used for photograph- 
ing. It was in reality merely a dark 
room, Into which the light was admit- 
ted through a little round hole In one 
side. The rays of light coming from 
objects outside of this room entered it 
through this aperture and made a pic- 
ture on the other side of the room glow- 
Ing in all the beauty and color of na- 
ture Itself, but rather indistinct and 
upside down. 

This dark room was contrived by Por- 
ta about the middle of the sixteenth 
century. He improved it later by plac- 
ing a glass lens in the aperture and 
outside a mirror which received the 
raysof light and reflected them through 
the lens so that that Image upon the 
opposite wall within was made much 
brighter, more distinct and in a natu- 
ral or erect position. This was really 
the first camerayobseura, an inyertion 
which Is enjoyed to the present day, 
being situnted often upon a_ hilltep, 
where a picturesque country surround: 
ing may be reflected through aq lens 
which is placed in the center of the 
conical roof. % 

Now, our modern photographic cam- 
era is merely a small comera obscura 
in its simplest form, carrying a lens at 
one end and a ground glass screen at 
the other. It ts, however, often much 
more complicated in its construction. 


Shopping In Athens, 

In bis volume on “Modern Athens,” 
George Horton says that shopping in 
the Greek capital is a more elnborate, 
time consuming and minute process 
even than with us, “The oriental 
method of doing business still prevails, 
The dealer sets a price, the buyer an- 
other, and often three or four hours of 
patient will contest pass before a com. 
promise is reached. The patron asks, 
‘How muceb is this piece of silk? ‘One 
dollar a yard,’ is the reply.

liow It Looks When a Locomotive Tay 


Blown Up. | 
“I am one of the very few persons 


who ever saw a locomotive blow up,” — 


remarked an old railroad man to a re- 
porter the other day. “Generally the 
men who witness the explosion of a ~ 
sterm engine are so dend when the 
smoke has cledred away that they are 
never able to give an account of the 
disaster, 

“Like many other accidents, the one 
I saw was the result of carelessness— 
low water In the-boiler—for the engine — 


had Just come from the shopsand was _ 


in complete repalr. It was on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad In West Vir-- 
ginia a number of years ago, I was on 
a locomotive some distance behind the 
one which exploded and was looking 
ahead out of the cab window, so that 
the ill fated engine was Immediately 
before my eyes. Suddenly I saw the 
machine rise. in the air. It seemed to me 
to be about as high as the telegraph 
poles beside the track, which, as you 
doubtless know, are not'so high as tel- 
egraph poles fn the city. Then came a 
cloud of dense black smoke and dust, 
which bid the engine from view, and 
almost simultaneously I heard the roar 
of the explosion. 

“Both the engineer and the fireman 
were killed, and the locomotive was fit 
for nothing much but the scrap heap 
when it fell to the ground. The crown 
sheet over the firebox had blown out. 

“The strange thing about the explo- 
sion was that no white steam was seen. 
You know that perfectly dry steam Is 
invisible, being like the air, and before 
it had time to condense it was proba- 
bly smothered by the cloud of smoke 
and dust reised by the bursting of the 
boiler.”
